Road in Mercer County as a group of 
Minster High School students who 
were celebrating a basketball victory 
were traveling to a dance. 
The caravan had stopped at the 
intersection and the teenagers were 
milling about the road discussing their 
plans when the car driven by Kremer 
came over a hill, drove through a stop 
sign and plowed into the youngsters.

Thursday’s quake, felt from Naples 
in the south to Yugoslavia and The 
Netherlands, had a reading of 6.9. 
A quake measuring 4 on the Richter 
scale is capable of causing moderate 
damage, while a reading of 7 indicates 
possible widespread heavy damage. 
Special flights arrived today at 
Udine airport, bringing Italians back 
from Switzerland and West Germany 
to seek relatives and help with rescue 
work. 
In Germona, one of the worst hit 
towns, at least 150 bodies were found, 
and no buildings were left standing. 
In the town of 13,000, a woman and 
one of her children were found alive 
but a second child with her was dead, 
crushed by a concrete beam as the 
three ran down the stairs of their col­ 
lapsing three-story house. 
“Federico is dead. He is dead here 
on my legs. Alessandro is alive. He 
needs you. Look after him,” Mrs. 
linda Venturis told rescue workers 
trying to free her from the wreckage. 
At nearby Ossopo, four children 
were found alive in the rubble of their 
home 30 hours after the quake. 
“We are still finding bodies, and 
some survivors,” said a Red Cross 
worker in Gemona. “The survivors 
were hiding in basements. Many are 
hurt, but at least they’re alive.” 
Thousands of tents were set up in 
fields and town squares to provide 
shelter for the estimated 100,000 
homeless and the thousands of others 
who spent a second night outside their 
homes, fearing more earthquakes. 
More than 30 light aftershocks were 
recorded Friday, but area residents, 
too weary or still in shock, did not 
seem to notice them. They caused no 
major damage; 
Rescue efforts have been hampered 
by clogged roads and poor com­ 
munications. Two major bridges were 
destroyed, three rail centers wrecked 
and telephone communications dis­ 
rupted. 
' 
Aid poured into Italy from Austria, 
Yugoslavia, Germany and Australia, 
and the U.S. Army sent medics and 
helicopters from a base at Vincenze. 
Two hundred Canadian troops were 
flown in from a NATO base in West 
Germany. 
Buia, a town of 8,000, was leveled, 
one eyewitness said. There was little 
food and relief teams were able to 
deliver only 200 pounds of bread and 25 
gallons of milk for the whole town. 
Several tent cities were set up in 
surrounding fields, with up to 30 people 
in each tent. Water was being supplied 
by truck because the town’s water 
supply was cut off. 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) - Allied 
Chemical Corp. says a 1,094-count 
federal criminal indictment charging 
it with polluting the James River with 
chemicals, including the ant poison 
Kepone, is “unwarranted and un­ 
precedented." 
“Allied denies the allegations that 
have been reported and intends to 
defend vigorously the interests of the 
company, 
its 
employes 
and 
stockholders,” an Allied spokesman 
said Friday after the indictments were 
returned in a U.S. District Court here. 
If convicted on all the charges in the 
indictment — which the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency 
called the largest number of counts 
ever made in a single case of federal 
pollution law violation — Allied could 
be fined $17 million. 
Allied was charged with discharging 
Kepone and two other chemicals into 
Gravelly Run from which they entered 
the James River when Allied man­ 
ufactured the product. 
The discovery of traces of the toxic 
Kepone in marine life in the James 
River caused Gov. Mills Godwin last 
December to ban all sports and 
commercial fishing in the James River 
from Hopewell to Chesapeake Bay, 
and all the tributaries along the 
stretch. Commercial fishing is still 
banned in a 60-mile stretch of the 
James. 
Kepone has caused tremors and 
impairment of eyesight in persons 
exposed to it. 
The Kepone contamination was first 
noticed last summer when many 
employes of life Science Products Co. 
and members of their families were 
hospitalized from the effects of Kepone 
poisoning.

Ford Seeks Fresh Start 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — President 
Ford, trailing in his race for delegate 
votes for the Republican nomination, 
says Im is giving his campaign a fresh 
start 
that 
will stress 
“ peace, 
prosperity and trust.” 
Beginning a Midwest campaign 
swing, Ford flew here Friday and 
declared, “The fight to keep the 
presidency for the next four years 
begins anew right here in Nebraska." 
Meanwhile, former California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, who now leads Ford in 
committed delegates to the GOP 
convention 366 to 292, took a rest from 
campaigning, spending the day in his 
home state. 
And Jimmy Carter’s campaign for 
the Democratic nomination won en­ 
dorsements from United Auto Workers 
president leonard Woodcock and Ford 
Motor Co. president Henry Ford IL 
The schedule for Ford’s twoday trip 
to Nebraska and Missouri emhasized 
non-political appearances, including 
participation in an afternoon ceremo­ 
ny in Independence, Mo., honoring a 
Democratic president, Harry S. 
Truman. 
Twice on Friday, Ford repeated the 
phrase “peace, prosperity and trust,” 
trying out what apparently is a new 
campign slogan, and for the first time 
in weeks went through a series of 
public appearances without once ex­ 


pressing himself on issues raised by 
Reagan. 
Predicting success in his re­ 
structured campaign, Ford suggested 
to Nebraskans, who hold their 
primaries next Tuesday, that “a 
mandate would be very helpful in 
maintaining the momentum that we 
now have for peace, prosperity and 
trust." 
The auto company president said his 
endorsement of Carter was for the 
Democratic nomination and that he 
had not decided who he would back in 
the general election. Woodcock, who 
said Carter reminded him of the late 
President John F. Kennedy, said his 
endorsement was personal, but had the 
support of other UAW leaders. He 
predicted the union would throw its 
support to Carter at the Democratic 
National Convention. 
While in Omaha, Ford .stopped at a 
public park under construction at the 
site of the house where he was bom on 
July 14,1913. The house was destroyed 
by fire five years ago. 
After Ford lost primary battles in 
Texas, Indiana, Alabama and Georgia 
in a four-day span, campaign aides 
reassessed his strategy. The Mid-west 
outing obviously was a trial run for 
new tactics. But press secretary Ron 
Nessen insisted. “If this looks different 
from other trips, it has nothing to do 


with a reassessment.” 
In other political developments 
Friday: 
- Rep. Morris Udall, whose cam­ 
paign for the Democratic nomination 
has been beset by money shortages, 
accused Ford of “ a purposeful 
disruption of the election process” in 
delaying action on a bill to restore the 
flow of federal matching funds to 
candidates. 
Ford, whose last financial report 
showed him to be the candidate with 
the most campaign money, has not 
said if he will sign or veto the bill, 
which would restructure the Federal 
Election Commission to meet Supreme 
Court objections and restore the 
panel’s power to disburse the mat­ 
ching funds. 
Udall was scheduled to start a two- 
day campaign swing in Connecticut 
today.

Jackson said in Connecticut that he 
would not accept the I iemocratic vice 
presidential nomination if it is offered 
to him at the national convention. 
Jackson, who curtailed his national 
campaign last week because of bad 
primary showings and lack of funds, 
said a victory in Connecticut’s 
primary next Tuesday would enable 
him to rekindle his campaign.

Solons M ay Let Aid Veto Stand 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Con­ 
gressional leaders indicate they may 
not try to override President Ford’s 
veto of a $4-billion foreign military aid 
measure, saying they are more likely 
to offer a new compromise bill. 
Ford vetoed the bill Friday, ac­ 
cusing Congress of unconstitutionally 
trying to restrict his foreign policy 
powers by including items that would 
limit his ability to dole out weapons to 
foreign countries. 
Among items that will be likely 
targets for compromise are provisions 
that would temporarily lift the Viet­ 
nam trade embargo and one that 
would impose a $9-billion ceiling on 
U.S. military sales. 
Ford accused Congress of trying to 
make itself a “co-administrator” of 
foreign policy. 
The President said the provisions 
lifting his Vietnam trade embargo and 
provisions allowing congressional veto 
of some of his U.S. aid decisions vio­ 
lates the Constitution’s separation of 
powers doctrine. 
The bill originally was passed on 
votes that would indicate neither the 


House nor Senate could muster the 
two-thirds vote needed to override 
Ford’s veto, and leaders of both cham­ 
bers indicated they felt this makes a 
compromise bill more likely than an 
attempt to override. 
Rep. Thomas E. Morgan, DPa., 
chairman of the House International 
Relations Committee, and Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey, D-Minn., chairman of 
the Senate foreign assistance sub­ 
committee, both said they were con­ 
sidering putting the vetoed military 
aid authorization into a new measure 
that would provide funding over a two- 
year period. 
Humphrey, Morgan and several 
other leaders accused Ford and his 
aides of giving them no warning in 
consultations while the bill was being 
drafted that he objected strongly 
enough to veto it. 
“I feel we were sandbagged,” said 
Rep. Jonathan B. Bingham, D-N.Y., 
who wrote the provision on dropping 
the Vietnam trade embargo. “We 
cooperated with the administration 
and they cooperated with us ... and 
nothing was ever said about a veto.” 


The provision would have lifted the 
embargo for six months. It could have 
been lifted permanently at the end of 
that time if the Vietnamese accounted 
for Americans missing in the Vietnam 
war. 


Other congressmen said House and 
Senate committees may be willing to 
soften the bill’s $9-billion annual limit 
on foreign military sales. 


There was uncertainty on the 
prospects 
for 
compromise 
on 
provisions that would let Congress veto 
or limit Ford’s military aid decisions. 
Congress’ present power to veto any 
U.S. weapons sale of $250 million or 
more would have been expanded in the 
bill to empower it to veto sales of ma­ 
jor weapons. The vetoed bill also would 
have let Congress cut off military aid 
to a country that grossly violates 
human rights. 


The bill also would have required 
that any U.S. military sale or service- 
contract abroad be suspended if there 
is racial, sex or ethnic discrimination 
against American workers. 


Bicentennial Reveals Switch O n Farm

There has been a big switch on the 
farm since the American Revolution 
The switch has dramatically changed 
the number of farmers, the methods 
and equipment 
they 
use, 
their 
markets, their social life, and their 
philosophies in the last two centuries. 
At the time of the American struggle 
for independence, more than 90 per 
cent of the 
population 
was still 
engaged in farming. Today, that 
percentage has more than switched 
the other way; less than 4 per cent of 
Ohio’s people make their living by 
farming. The reason lies mainly in the 
inventive progress made in farming 
and in marketing methods and 
equipment, releasing most of the farm 
people for other occupations. 
In the mid-1800’s, cradling (cutting 
with a scythe-like implement) was still 
generally used to harvest grain. One 
man usually cradled 2 to 
acres of 
wheat in a day. Now, with a modem 
machine, one man can harvest more 
than double that in an hour and can 
keep the combine running a much 
loniger day. 
Such dramatic changes have taken 


place in countless other phases of 
farming, including milking, haymak­ 
ing, harvesting vegetables and forests, 
producing crops, land tilling and 
fencing. Better hybrids and varieties 
of plants and improved practices have 
greatly increased crop yields. For 
example, as late as the early 1930’s, 
com yields in Ohio averaged only 34 8 
bushels per acre. By the early 1970’s, 
that average had reached 82.8 bushels. 
By using the latest practices as de­ 
veloped by resrarchers at such places 
as the Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center and USDA, some 
farmers have produced more than 200 
bushels per acre. 
Transportation 
changes 
have 
resulted in other big switches In the 
early years, horses, canoes, boats and 
wagons moved people and thing.' 
across Ohio — slowly. About 1830 the 
308-mile Ohio-Erie Canal opened a new 
“ world of transportation” between 
Cleveland and Portsmouth as it of­ 
fered a cheap way to travel and ship 
goods. Other canals were also built, 
but within a few years, the 2-mile-per 
hour traffic on the canal gave way to 
the railroads on which trains traveled 
10 miles per hour. 
Today’s automobiles on Ohio’s maze 


of interstate highways, inner and oute" 
belts, and smooth blacktop roads to all 
communities of the state have put 
farmers within minutes of markets 
and sources of supplies. Airplanes can 
shorten the lime even more The sma’l 
rural villages, once the center of farm 
shopping, marketing and social life, 
have been largely bypassed to larger 
centers, perhaps even nearer in time 
than the small villages once were 
But the switch from farm to city 
living hasn’t dimmed the nostalgia 
once associated with life on the farm. 
The once-strong pull of the cities that 
lured many young people from farm to 
city life has lost much of its intensity. 
Today, many city residents dream of a 
little home in the country. They see the 
country as an ideal place to raise 
youngsters and to enjoy fresh air and 
quiet security. 
Modem transportation has indeed 
made the sprawl toward the country 
possible. To the more affluent, suburbs 
often offer a chance for garden spots 
and more green grass. And lines of 
cars entering cities each morning tell 
the story of non-farm residents 
commuting miles from their country 
homes to work in cities. 
Another big switch has been in 


education. 
Buses have literally 
merged hundreds of one-room school 
houses into large elementary and high 
schools, some with thousands of 
students. And Ohio leaders claim 
every boy or girl in the state lives 
within 30 miles of a college or technical 
institution where he or she can con­ 
tinue education after high school. 
This centralized schooling, along 
with the significant advances in 
communication 
telephone, radio, 
television, daily newspapers — and 
swift mobility have done much to 
standardize social and cultural op­ 
portunities between city and rural 
residents Over the years, the size of 
the community that influences a 
family’s living has expanded from a 
radius of a few miles to be measured 
by a county, state, nation or even 
world. 
Yes, there has been a big switch on 
the farm. The old slogan, “ How are 
you going to keep him down on the 
farm . .. ?” has, for many Ohioans, 
changed to “ How can we get doyvn on 
the farm for more freedom and fun?” 
And farming still provides all of us 
with food, materials for clothing and 
building, recreation and daydreams of 
getting away from it all. 
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News For Homemakers 


A LFA LFA W E E V IL DAMAGE — It had been predicted that 
alfalfa weevil damage could be heavy for 1976. All indications 
are that this prediction is true. Many alfalfa fields are 
presently showing ecènomical damage and treatment is a 
necessity. There are several materials recommended for 
control and care should be made in selecting one for each 
individual situation. These recommended materials are 
listed in bulletin 545, “ Insect Pests of Field Crops,” available 
by calling the County Extension Office at 474-7534. In­ 
spections of alfalfa fields should be done at least once per 
week and a spray applied when two or more larvae per stem 
can be seen without touching the plant and when 50 to 75 per 
cent of the leaves are eaten on. Farmers are cautioned to 
keep a watchful eye on the field after treatment because they 
will return and additional controls may be needed.

There has been a lot of promotion on 
red, white, and blue annual flowers 
this year to fit into the bicentennial 
garden. Charles Powell, Extension 
Plant Pathologist, says if you want 
your garden to turn out well, that is, if 
you don’t want to lose the blue, red or 
white out of your liberty Bell design, 
then you’ll want to make a special 
effort to avoid plant diseases. 


First, select good plants. Then give 
some thought to where and how they 
will be planted. The planting site 
should be disease free and damp, 
shaded conditions avoided, par­ 
ticularly with some plants. Zinnias are 
subject ot powdery mildew and 
petunias to crown rot. 


To avoid buying plants that are 
already diseased, inspect the foliage 
for spots, general color, and vigorous 
growth. Roots should be plentiful and 
white. Check lower stem for dead 
areas. 


At planting, good horticultural 
practices are in order. Work up the 
area well, add organic matter and 
other materials to improve drainage, 
if needed. Examples are sand or 
perlite. If necessary, raise the level of 
the flower bed so excess water can 
drain off. 


Where previous problems have been 
experienced, perhaps a fungicide 
worked into the soil, such as captan, 
will help. Follow label instructions. 


Since disease control is a preventive 
program, a regular spray problem is 
worth considering. Otherwise, check 
plants often and carefully. At first 
signs of disease problems, start your 
fungicide program. 
Insects, on the other hand, can be 
controlled after infestations start to 
show up, provided you do not wait too 
long. Diagnose the problem and apply 
insecticides as needed. 
Aphids are usually quick to appear 
on roses and various other plants. 
Slugs damage annuals such as 
petunias and Japanese beetles feed on 
rose leaves and other plants. 
Several insecticides are recom­ 
mended and many insecticides and 
fungicides may be mixed, making the 
spray job easier. Normally, a once a 
week spray program is sufficient to 
control diseases and insects.

Microwave oven manufacturers 
offer a variety of choices to fit the 
needs of different customers. You may 
want to consider the advantages of 
various features, if you are in the 
market for a microwave oven. Here 
are some points to consider from 
Judith A. Wessel, Extension Specialist 
in management and equipment at The 
Ohio State University. 
Characteristics of 
Mircrowave Ovens 
There are three main certification 
seals that microwave ovens carry: 
HEW — indicates that the appliance 
meets the October 6, 1971, established 
federal 
regulation for the power 
density of the microwave radiation 
emitted by a microwave appliance. 
The ovens must be equipped with at 
least two independently 
operating 
safety interlocks, one of which must be 
concealed and must also have an in­ 
terlock monitor that would prevent 
operation in the event of failure of one 
or both of the interlocks. 
FCC — indicates that the appliance 
is designed to operate on a frequency 
approved by the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission. 
UL — indicates that the appliance 
meets requirement of the Under­ 
writers laboratories and should be 
electrically safe when operated ac­ 
cording to directions. 
Regulations also require per­ 
manently attached labels bearing the 
following warning statements: 1. 
Precautions for safe use to avoid 
possible 
exposure 
to 
excessive 
microwave energy: Do not attempt to 
operate this oven with (a) object 
caught in door (b) door that does not 
close properly (c) damaged door, 
hinge, latch, or sealing surface.

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Bicentennial Reveals Switch On Farm

Agriculture ' 
There has been a big switch on the 
farm since the American Revolution. 
The switch has dramatically changed 
the number of farmers, the methods 
and equipm ent they use, 
their 
markets, their social life, and their 
philosophies in the last two centuries. 
At the time of the American struggle 
for independence, more than 90 per 
cent of the population 
was 
still 
engaged in farming. Today, that 
percentage has more than switched 
the other way; less than 4 per cent of 
Ohio’s people make their living by 
farming. The reason lies mainly in the 
inventive progress made in farming 
and in m arketing methods and 
equipment, releasing most of the farm 
people for other occupations. 
In the mid-1800’s, cradling (cutting 
with a scythe-like implement) was still 
generally used to harvest grain. One 
man usually cradled 2 to 2Mi acres of 
wheat in a day. Now, with a modem 
machine, one man can harvest more 
than double that in an hour and can 
keep the combine running a much 
loniger day. 
Such dramatic changes have taken 


place in countless other phases of 
farming, including milking, haymak­ 
ing, harvesting vegetables and forests, 
producing crops, land tilling and 
fencing. Better hybrids and varieties 
of plants and improved practices have 
greatly increased crop yields. For 
example, as late as the early 1930’s, 
com yields in Ohio averaged only 34.8 
bushels per acre. By the early 1970’s, 
that average had reached 82.8 bushels. 
By using the latest practices as de­ 
veloped by researchers at such places 
as the Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center and USD A, some 
farmers have produced more than 200 
bushels per acre. 
Transportation 
changes 
have 
resulted in other big switches In the 
early years, horses, canoes, boats and 
wagons moved people and things 
across Ohio — slowly. About 1830 the 
308-mile Ohio-Fric Canal opened a new 
“ world of transportation” between 
Cleveland and Portsmouth as it of­ 
fered a cheap way to travel and ship 
goods. Other canals were also built, 
but within a few years, the 2-mile-per- 
hour traffic on the canal gave wav to 
the railroads on which trains traveled 
IO miles per hour. 
Today’s automobiles on Ohio’s maze 


of interstate highways, inner and outer 
belts, and smooth blacktop roads to all 
communities of the state have put 
farmers within minutes of markets 
and sources of supplies. Airplanes can 
shorten the time even more. The small 
rural villages, once the center of farm 
shopping, marketing and social life, 
have been largely bypassed to larger 
centers, perhaps even nearer in time 
than the small villages once were. 
But the switch from farm to city 
living hasn’t dimmed the nostalgia 
once associated with life on the farm. 
The once-strong pull of the cities that 
lured many young people from farm to 
city life has lost much of its intensity. 
Today, many city residents dream of a 
little home in the country. They see the 
country as an ideal place to raise 
youngsters and to enjoy fresh air and 
quiet security. 
Modem transportation has indeed 
made the sprawl toward the country 
possible. To the more affluent, suburbs 
often offer a chance for garden spots 
and more green grass. And lines of 
cars entering cities each morning tell 
the story of non-farm residents 
commuting miles from their country 
homes to work in cities. 
Another big switch has been in 
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ALFALFA WEEVIL DAMAGE — It had been predicted that 
alfalfa weevil damage could be heavy for 197B. All indications 
are that this prediction is true. Many alfalfa fields are 
presently showing economical damage and treatment is a 
necessity. There are several materials recommended for 
control and care should be made in selecting one for each 
individual situation. These recommended materials are 
listed in bulletin 545, “ Insect Pests of Field Crops,” available 
by calling the County Extension Office at 474-7534. In­ 
spections of alfalfa fields should be done at least once per 
week and a spray applied when two or more larvae per stem 
can be seen without touching the plant and when 50 to 75 per 
cent of the leaves are eaten on. Farmers are cautioned to 
keep a watchful eye on the field after treatment because they 
will return and additional controls may be needed

News For Homemakers 


There has been a lot of promotion on 
red, white, and blue annual flowers 
this year to fit into the bicentennial 
garden. Charles Powell, Extension 
Plant Pathologist, says if you want 
your garden to turn out well, that is, if 
you don’t want to lose the blue, red or 
white out of your liberty Bell design, 
then you’ll want to make a special 
effort to avoid plant diseases. 
First, select good plants. Then give 
some thought to where and how they 
will be planted. The planting site 
should be disease free and damp, 
shaded conditions avoided, p ar­ 
ticularly with some plants. Zinnias are 
subject ot powdery mildew and 
petunias to crown rot. 


To avoid buying plants that are 
already diseased, inspect the foliage 
for spots, general color, and vigorous 
growth. Roots should be plentiful and 
white. Check lower stem for dead 
areas. 
At planting, good horticultural 
practices are in order. Work up the 
area well, add organic m atter and 
other materials to improve drainage, 
if needed. Examples are sand or 
perlite. If necessary, raise the level of 
the flower bed so excess water can 
drain off. 
Where previous problems have been 
experienced, perhaps a fungicide 
worked into the soil, such as captan, 
will help. Follow label instructions. 


Since disease control is a preventive 
program, a regular spray problem is 
worth considering. Otherwise, check 
plants often and carefully. At first 
signs of disease problems, start your 
fungicide program. 
Insects, on the other hand, can be 
controlled after infestations start to 
show up, provided you do not wait too 
long. Diagnose the problem and apply 
insecticides as needed. 
Aphids are usually quick to appear 
on roses and various other plants. 
Slugs dam age annuals such as 
petunias and Japanese beetles feed on 
rose leaves and other plants. 
Several insecticides are recom ­ 
mended and many insecticides and 
fungicides may be mixed, making the 
spray job easier. Normally, a once a 
week spray program is sufficient to 
control diseases and insects.

Pesticides applied improperly might 
be just as effective if left in the con­ 
tainer. 
So says William Gill, Extension Ag­ 
ricultural Engineer at The Ohio State 
University, who points out that ef­ 
fective control of weeds, insects and 
diseases of field crops depends largely 
on three factors: (1) Use of the proper 
chemical for the control needed, (2) 
application of the chemical at the 
proper time to get optimum control, 
and (3) adequate coverage through the 
use of good equipment that is properly 
adjusted and operated. 
Recommendations by Extension 
specialists 
and company labels 
specify the proper amount of chemical 
and carrier per acre. Even distribution 


of the material is obtained by using 
good 
operating 
procedure 
and 
properly adjusted equipment. Gill 
says. 


To obtain recommended amounts of 
chemical per acre, be sure the nozzle 
tips of sprayer give the gallons per 
acre of material desired, G ill says. 
Standard 20 gallon per acre tips are 
designed to deliver that amount of 
spray when using 30 pounds pressure 
with nozzles 20 inches apart and 
traveling 4 miles per hour. At other 
pressures and traveling speeds, Bill 
recommends checking a spray tip 
chart, which gives the flow rate and 
spray tip recommended 


Next, be sure you are using a pump 
that is large enough — one that gives

out the overflow line Pump capacity 
can be checked by running it at its 
rated revelations per minute (r.p.m.) 
and collecting the amount of water 
that is flowing out the overflow or out 
the discharge side of the pump. 
Check the amount of nozzle flow by 
collecting spray from each nozzle in a 
container (container for each nozzle), 
while running pump at rated r.p.m. 
and at 30 pounds pressure. A standard 
8003 tee jet nozzle should deliver about 
one quart per minute. 
Finally, calibrate the sprayer while 
traveling at the same miles per hour 
used when spraying, using the same 
engine throttle setting and the same 
pressure gauge setting Starting with a 
full tank, apply water on one acre or a 
measured area and determine the 
amount used by refilling the tank. 
The flow rate from each nozzle is the 
way you determine if you are getting 
an even distribution of spray over the 
total area. In addition, keep the tank, 
screens and nozzles clean by rinsing 
thoroughly following use of sprayer 
When using wet table powders, it helps 
to make a paste or slurry in a bucket 
and pour it through a screen into the 
tank while filling the tank. Run the 
agitator while filling the tank and keep 
it going until all the material is 
sprayed out. Keep nozzles properly 
spaced on the boom, at the proper 
height for nozzle angle such as 19 in­ 
ches for an 8003 tip, and spray pattern 
so it is approximately parallel to the 
boom. Maintain even pressure at 
nozzle tips and do your spraying when 
the wind velocity is low — 5 miles per 
hour or below. 
One of the most important steps is to 
constantly observe the spray pattern 
for continuous, uniform flow. 
Keep a running record of the amount 
of material applied and the acres 
covered. This gives you an indication 
of any change in flow rate as soon as it 
happens. Also, you have a record to 
verify the quantity applied when 
evaluating the control obtained later. 
Always read chemical container 
labels and follow instructions. Flan to 
have very little material left in the 
lank when spraying is finished, and 
spray the amount that is left along the 
edge of the field or lane.

Pesticide Effectiveness 
Depends O n The User 


By G EO RG E HAM RICK 
County Extension Agent 
Agriculture 
Pesticides applied improperly might 
be just as effective if left in the con­ 
tainer. 
So says W illiam G ill, Extension Ag­ 
ricultural Engineer at The Ohio State 
University, who points out that ef­ 
fective control of weeds, insects and 
diseases of field crops depends largely 
on three factors: (I) Use of the proper 
chemical for the control needed, (2) 
application of the chemical at the 
proper time to get optimum control, 
and (3) adequate coverage through the 
use of good equipment that is properly 
adjusted and operated. 
Recommendations by Extension 
specialists and company labels 
specify the proper amount of chemical 
and carrier per acre. Even distribution 


of the m aterial is obtained by using 
good 
operating 
procedure 
and 
properly adjusted equipment, G ill 
says. 


To obtain recommended amounts of 
chemical per acre, be sure the nozzle 
tips (rf sprayer give the gallons per 
acre of m aterial desired, G ill says. 
Standard 20 gallon per acre tips are 
designed to deliver that amount of 
spray when using 30 pounds pressure 
with nozzles 20 inches apart and 
traveling 4 miles per hour. At other 
pressures and traveling speeds. B ill 
recommends checking a spray tip 
chart, which gives the flow rate and 
spray tip recommended. 


Next, be sure you are using a pump 
that is large enough - one that gives 
the flow rate required for the nozzle 
tips, for plenty of agitation when jet or

Half a m illion young people were 
enrolled in the national 4-H bicycle 
program last year — an increase of 
nearly 20 per cent over 1974. 
The burgeoning enrollment reflects 
a growing interest on the part of 4- 
H’ers in bicycling for fun, healthy 
exercise and community service. 
Basic to the 4-H program sponsored 
by The Goodyear Tire St Rubber 
Company is an emphasis on bicycle 
safety, care and maintenance, and 
driving skills. 
Recently Goodyear made available 
to each state 4-H office without charge 
IO color-slide sets designed for use as 
educational aids in the program. Sets 
and accom panying scripts were 
produced and distributed by the 
National 4-H Service Committee. 
Eight of the sets, developed by the 
Ohio Cooperative Extension Service, 
deal with bike selection, care and 
maintenance, and rules of the road.

nozzle agitation is used, and enough 
flow rate to have 2 to J gallons coming 
out the overflow line. Pump capacity 
can be checked by running it at its 
rated revelations per minute (r.p.m .) 
and collecting the amount of water 
that is flowing out the overflow or out 
the discharge side of the pump. 
(’heck the amount of nozzle flow by 
collecting spray from each nozzle in a 
container (container for each nozzle), 
while running pump at rated r p m. 
and at 30 pounds pressure. A standard 
8003 tee jet nozzle should deliver about 
one quart per minute. 
Finally, calibrate the sprayer while 
traveling at the same miles per hour 
used when spraying, using the same 
engine throttle setting and the same 
pressure gauge setting. Starting with a 
full tank, apply water on one acre or a 
measured area and determine the 
amount used by refilling the tank. 
The flow rate from each nozzle is the 
way you determine if you are getting 
an even distribution of spray over the 
total area. In addition, keep the tank, 
screens and nozzles clean by rinsing 
thoroughly following use of sprayer. 
When using wettable powders, it helps 
to make a paste or slurry in a bucket 
and pour it through a screw into the 
tank while filling the tank. Run the 
agitator while filling the tank and keep 
it going until all the m aterial is 
sprayed out. Keep nozzles properly 
spaced on the boom, at the proper 
height for nozzle angle such as 19 in­ 
ches for an 8003 tip, and spray pattern 
so it is approximately parallel to the 
boom. Maintain even pressure at 
nozzle tips and do your spraying what 
the wind velocity is low — 5 mites per 
hour or below. 
One of the most important steps is to 
constantly observe the spray pattern 
for continuous, uniform flow. 
Keep a running record of the amount 
of m aterial applied and the acres 
covered. This gives you an indication 
of any change in flow rate as soon as it 
happens. Also, you have a record to 
verify the quantity applied when 
evaluating the control obtained later. 
Always read chemical container 
labels and follow instructions. Plan to 
have very little m aterial left in the 
tank when spraying is finished, and 
spray the amount that is left along the 
edge of the field or lane.

The most outspoken anti-Communist 
in the war Americans yearn to forget, 
Nguyen Cao Ky (pronounced "Win 
Cow Key” ) would gladly have lost his 
life for his country. The abrupt end of 
the long struggle "robbed me of a 
chance to die on the battlefield — 
which is the supreme honor for any 
man in my country,” he says. "Since 
ancient times, it is a shameful thing for 
a soldier in Asia to die in bed.” 
But returning now would be suicide. 
"And suicide is honorable only for 
those who have brought shame upon 
themselves. Our former president, 
Nguyen Van Thieu, who is living 


quietly in Kngland in shame — he 
should commit suicide.” 
It is almost a year to the day since 
trim, dapper Mr. Ky arrived on an 
evacuee flight from Saigon and moved 
with his wife and six children to 
Fairfax, Va. He is in New York for 
interviews about his war memoirs, 
"Twenty Years and Twenty Days,” 
and searching for a place to sit down 
he begins walking into the elegant 
"Powder Room” of the St. Moritz 
Hotel. 
"Iiet us talk in here,” he is saying 
"It is quiet." 
"No, no,” comes the protest. "This is 
the ladies room. They wouldn't like a 
man in here." Only a firm hand to the 
elbow convinces him to change course 
to a nearby ante-room, no doubt 
pondering the curious intolerance of 
American women . . .

NKW YORK (A P) — Amidst 
lamentations over what is said to be 
the sad slow decline of the individual 
investor as a force in the securities 
market there comes an encouraging, 
contrary view from the biggest broker 
of all. 
"W e disagree," said Thomas 
Sherman, vice president of Merrill 
Lynch, Pierce Fenner & Smith. 
"W e’ve disagreed from the begin­ 
ning.” 
In his firm, he said, the individual 
not only is welcome but is sought, 
encouraged and accommodated with 
special plans and even commission 
discounts. And the number is growing. 
The indications of decline were 
contained in the latest New York Stock 
Kxchange census of shareholders, 
which showed millions of small in­ 
vestors leaving the market in recent 
years. "We don’t think they ever did," 
said Sherman. 
Merrill Lynch bases its belief partly 
on its own experience. "The number of 
our mdividual accounts has grown 
every single year," said Sherman. 
Questioning the accuracy of the ex­ 
change census, he commented: "We 
never saw a drop.” 
The specific reason for the com­ 
mentary was the recent decision by the 
N.Y. Stock Exchange to drop its 
Monthly Investment Plan, which af­ 
forded small investors the opportunity 
to purchase even fractions of shares. 
That news fell into a context molded 
by years of growing indifference to 
small investor needs. After courting 
him during lean days, many brokers 
scorned him when business was good. 
Commissions also were raised. 
Some commercial banks then 
stepped in, offering small investors the 


chance to purchase shares ot a small 
number of blue chip stocks at the 
teller’s window. But some banks have 
doubts about continuing in that 
business. 
All along, says M errill Lynch, it has 
maintained a commitment to the small 
fellow, and it offers the evidence of 
more than 400,000 clients of its 
Sharebuilder Plan, which it says is 
better than the M IP. 
At the time the exchange dis­ 
continued the M IP earlier this year the 
various participating brokers had only 
17,000 accounts, in part because of the 
poor market but also because they 
failed to aggressively promote the 
concept. 
"As far as some brokers are con­ 
cerned the M IP was dead for 25 
years,” said Sherman of the plan that 
was begun in 1951 by the exchange. But 
Merrill Lynch’s plan, which broke 
away from M IP in 1974, has prospered, 
he said. 
A customer opening a Sharebuilder 
Plan may invest any amount in any 
stock listed on the New York and 
American stock exchanges, as well as 
in more than 500 over-the-counter 
stocks, or stocks not listed on major 
exchanges. 
After signing up at any Merrill 
Lynch office, the investor thereafter 
can simply fill out a brief form and 
mail it with his check to the company. 
The order will be executed on the 
morning of the next business day after 
receipt. 
The big feature is the opportunity to 
invest by the dollar instead of only by 
the share. Instead of deciding how 
many shares to buy, the purchaser can 
instead plan on a set amount to be 
invested.

Insects To Arrive Early 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
Seasonal temperatures are running 
about two and a half weeks ahead of 
normal, so home gardeners can expect 
insect pests to appear earlier, too. 
Soil pests include grubs, wireworms, 
cutworms, seed beetles, centipedes, 
seed maggots, root worms and others. 
Soils can be treated with chlordane, 
Spectracide (Diazinon), or resistant 
varieties can be used. 
Flea beetles damage many plants as 
soon as they come up. So, spray 
programs should be started as soon as 
tiny holes are seen in plant leaves. 
Sevin or malathion will control flea 
beetles. 


I .awn Insects 
Several pests feed on lawn grasses. 
Among the more common and 
damaging ones are grubbs, sod 
webworm, chinch bug, and bluegrass 
billbug. Several pesticides will control 
grubs. Chlordane is the old standby, 
but this insecticide is getting harder to 
find. A chlordane treatment lasts up to 
five years. Another one is Diazinon but 
may have to be repeated annually. 
Treatment may be applied anytime, 
but early treatment is best before 
pests do too much damage. 
Sevin, Diazinon, Spectracide, Dylox 
and several other insecticides will 
control sod webworm. Time of 
treatment is important. The first 
generation of sod webworms is June I 


to June 15 and the second is August I to 
August 15. 
Chinch bugs can be controlled with 
Sevin and Diazinon, and the treatment 
time is about the same as for sod 
webworm. 
Use the same products for billbugs; 
however, this pest should be treated in 
mid-May to early June. 
Slugs 
Seems that slugs have been more of 
a problem 
in the last few years in 
vegetable and flower gardens. Slugs 
are not insects but soft bodied animals 
having a mucous secretion covering 
the body They eat plant leaves of 
flowers 
and 
vegetables, 
often 
destroying the entire plant. They are 
more prevalent on overcast days 
during high moisture conditions. They 
like moist, cool conditions. 
Good culture practices help control 
slugs. Cleaning up gardening areas. 


cultivation and dry soil tend to keep 
the pest away. Chemicals include 
metaidehyde in pellets or liquid form. 
Also. Mesurol is one of the best slug 
killers. 
Mesurol and Metaidehyde baits are 
available at garden centers. Be sure to 
read and follow label directions and 
instructions on these and other 
pesticides before applying to vegetable 
crops
